Several  houses  have  been  inspected  on 
complaint  and  inspections  have  been  made  of  some  of  the 
older  houses  known  to  be  liable  to  defects.

A commencement  of  the  Rural  Housing  Surve3r  was  made 
in  the  Parish  of  ’''ittering.  All  houses  of  a type  suitable 
for  occupation  by  members  of  the  working  classes  were  in- 
spected and  tabulated  under  one  or  other  of  the  categories 
suggested  by  the  County  Rural  Housing  Committee  in  February 
1946.
